Supreme Court kills Ohio 
aid to nonpublic school parents 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — The USS. 
Supreme Court has killed state 
assistance to parents of nonpublic 
school children in Ohio. 


The high court, in a brief order, ruled 
unconstitutional an Ohio law to reim- 
burse parents a minimum of $90 an- 
nually for every child in a parochial or 
other private school. - 


It upheld the April 17 decision by a 
three-judge federal panel that the Ohio 
statute was an _ unconstitutional 
“establishment of religion.’’ The panel 
had said that to uphold the law ‘‘would 
be to introduce the religious issues to 
the very center of state politics.” _ 


THE LOWER court had left intact 
other sections of the same law which 
provided educational materials and 
special services, such as assistance to 
the blind, for nonpublic school children. 


propriated by the Ohio legislature for 
the 1971-72 nonpublic school program 
for auxiliary services, materials and 
tuition grants to parents. 


The state legislature passed the 
private school aid bill in December, 
1971. This was after the U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled unconstitutional Penn- 
sylvania and Rhode Island laws 
granting salary supplements to non- 
public school teachers. 


OHIO’S LAW WAS challenged by the 
American Civil Liberties Union which 
contended the only question was 
“whether a different result is obtained 
by shunting the subsidy through the 
parents instead of shunting it through 
the teachers.”’ 


There are 2.4 million public school 
children in Ohio and about 335,000 in 
private schools, most of them in

A LIMITED TERM of office for bishops, 
evaluation of bishops and priests, team 
ministries and due process procedures~ have 
been recommended by a special study com- 
mittee on priestly life and ministry, called for by 
the U.S. bishops. 


The committee also urged the continuing 
education of priests, closer collegiality between 
bishops and priests and the possibility of or- 
daining married men where feasible. 


A capsule preview of the committee’s 10- 
month study was revealed for the first time at 
the national meeting of diocesan vocation 
directors in San Diego last week. 


THE REPORT WAS made by Msgr. Colin 
MacDonald, executive director, Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee on Priestly Life and Ministry. He said the 
31-page report was sent to the U.S. bishops’

conference in Washington, D.C., only the day 
before he addressed the vocation directors. 


Priestly areas of concern covered in the study 
included authority, accountability, celibacy and 
research. Its work was related to the recent 
massive studies covering theological, scriptual, 
psychological, sociological and historical 
aspects of priestly life. 


Msgr. MacDonald said his report suggested 
steps that should be taken ‘‘in conformity with 
the Vatican decree (May 1972) on selection of 
bishops to give them a greater acceptability.” 


IN RECOMMENDING limited tenure for 
bishops, he observed, ‘‘Many bishops have told 
me that they would like to serve a period of time 


. in administration. My own bishop has said he’d 


like to serve only 10 years and then take the rest 
of his life to save his soul.”’ 


The report deals with the position of the laity 
and clergy in the selection of bishops and urges 


It recommends that priests attend regional 
and national meetings of bishops and the for- 
mation of a Standing Committee on Priestly Life 
and Ministries by the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops. 


EXAMINED ARE such things as the various 
roles of the priest in serving the Church, the: 
smooth functioning of alternate ministries, 
shared authority within the Church structure, 
team approaches and ministries. 


A strong emphasis, said Msgr. MacDonald, is 
the need for required programs for the con- 
tinuing education of priests and the evaluation 
and accountability of priests necessary to help 
them grow in their ministry.. —

AMERICANS are a society 
without pilgrimages, the 
Rev. Lindquist said. ‘‘The 
only pilgrimages have been 
to Las Vegas and to rock 
concerts in Woodstock and 
elsewhere.” 


He called the rock festivals 
a search for spiritual 
renewal and suggested “‘it’s 
time for a gigantic Catholic 
youth pilgrimage in the U.S. 
Southern Baptists did it in 
Texas, why can’t you?” 


In a sense, he continued, 
the Church is the “counter 
culture,’ because it cannot 
be a “‘rubber stamp”’ for the 
status quo. “It’s not the 
Church which is irrelevant to 
the world, it’s the world 
which is irrelevant to the 
scriptures.”

Keep the letters 
going to Capitol

KEEP THOSE letters 
coming. That is the message 
brought back from 
Washington D.C. by Father 
Michael McNally, respon- 
sible for special programs in 
the diocesan education 
department. 


As part of a 12-member 
delegation he spent a week in 
the nation’s capital lobbying 
at the Captiol for the tax 
credit school measure. 


‘We represented a non- 
denominational  cross- 
section of those operating or 
using private schools,” he 
said. The tax credit plan has 
come through the House 
Ways and Means committee 
and ‘‘we wanted to see how 
our California represen- 
tatives view it.” 


THE GROUP saw 38 
Congressmen, 32 of whom 
could be said to regard the 
measure favorably, ac- 
cording to Father McNally. 


“They are very much 
affected by the letters they 
receive. One admitted to us 
that he had not thought much 
about the bill until his 
correspondence showed 
concern from his con- 
stituents,’’ he said. 


The moral is: keep writing 
to Congressmen to pursue” 
this tax credit plan, which 
may now have to wait until 
the new session in 1973 for 
action. 


THE BILL would permit 
‘parents of nonpublic school 
children to deduct half of 
tuition paid up to $200 a child 
on federal tax returns. 


Maximum savings would 
go to families with $18,000 
annual incomes or less who 
pay grade or high school 
tuition of $400 a year or more 
for each child. 


Though the bill was ap- 
proved by the committee, 18- 
6, it still has not reached the 
House floor.

What about the other six days? 


Sometimes the life of a priest may look easy. 
Weekend work is plentiful, of course, but what about 
the rest of the week? The poem by Father Joseph 
McCarthy we published Sept. 14 brought out many of 

the truly ‘‘soulful’’ human situations to which a priest 
ministers. 


Last week I had a personal letter from one of our 
priests, pastor of a small church, busy parish and 
parishioners somewhere near the poverty level. He 
did not write for publication, but it is worth sharing. 
Except for ‘‘Dragnet”’ type alterations, where names 
“have-.been changed to protect the innocent,’’ the 
letter is untouched.

“Everything is in full swing again,” he writes. “The 
summer was relatively quiet, but now doorbell and 
phone never quit. On the first day of school one lad got 
in a fight and wound up in ‘Juvie.’ Moms and Dads are 
fighting again. Last night I talked with a lady who 
cried for an hour, ‘too crushed to live any longer.’ 


“A young drug addict comes to borrow $5 to buy 
gym shorts, etc. Ordinarily I wouldn’t; but in this 
instance I yield and give him the benefit of the doubt. 
This same fellow, about a month ago, tried to break 
into the rectory... he was ‘loaded’ on ‘reds’ and wine. I 
never lock the doors here, but my associate does...he’s 
afraid the addicts are going to kill him one day. 

“Then a family comes by (husband, wife, two 
teenagers and 3-month-old baby) traveling from 
Fresno to San Diego and their car broke down... 
welfare sends them to Economic Opportunity Com-

mission and EOC sends them to me. Just finished two 
funerals this week and have prepared 10 couples for 
marriage. I’m vocation coordinator and have to come 
up with a program for our meeting. Also Sister Grace 
and I are giving a teacher training program for CCD. 


“Last night a young girl — married a year ago and 
already separated — who is an epileptic and pill- 
popper, who parties all night and comes here, without 
‘sleep some mornings, sat on the porch steps with me

“Yesterday a retarded boy came to see me after 
school and stayed till about 9 p.m.

What's a priest for? 


After that letter I came across a speech on the 
priesthood by Cardinal John Heenan of Westminster, 
England, in which he said “‘I think it likely that many 
who have left the priesthood or the religious life.would 
still be with us if they had not dissipated their zeal in 
endless talking. Nobody who has taken up the cross 
should lay it down. No priest who has served the poor, 
the sick and the dying, the old and the young, should 
need to ask what is a priest for.”’ 

The cardinal added, in connection with home 
Masses, “The old saying remains true that a house- 
going priest makes a church-going people.” 


Dangerous superstitious prayers 


The letter on page 5 from the Angelus Shop wrongly 
accusing us of publishing a letter from a Father 
Gabriel Sparacino who doesn’t exist (and he does), 
shows an angle on the Hill of Hope which has some

posteards of the Hill and prayer cards to St. Joseph, 
among other things. Bone 


The prayer to St. Joseph, sent to me by a Hill fan, is 
in line with many superstitious and dangerous be- 
liefs which I thought we had lost years ago. Evident- 
ly not. This card offers a particularly maudlin pray- 
er which includes: “I never weary of contemplating 
you, and Jesus asleep in your arms... press Him in 
my name and kiss His fine head for me...” as 
though Christ were a permanent doll-child. 


However, the card promises that anyone who reads, 
hears or keeps the prayer about themselves ‘‘shall 
never die a sudden death or be drowned, nor shall 
poison take effect on them...”” Surely this is in the 
worst tradition of superstition, not faith. There is a lot 
of difference between this card and Christ’s words in 
Mark 16: 15-18. 

The Angelus Shop has its address on this card, 
but there is no imprimatur, which is not surprising. 
The danger in such claims is extreme. 


Happy warriors 


There was a real charge of enthusiasm through the 
air during the national convention of vocations 
directors in Mission Bay last week.

All that we have has been received from God; yet, 
somehow there is within us a perverse tendency to turn our 
gift against God by, at the very least, claiming that we have 
some kind of right God must honor independently of his own 
plan. God sees this perversion in our heart and has pity on us 
by sending his Son ‘‘in the likeness of sinful flesh’? (Romans 
8:3) to bear our burden. “It is true he was crucified out of 
weakness, but he lives by the power of God. We too are weak 
in him, but we live with him by God’s power in us.’’ (2 
Corinthians 13:4) 


For this to be true for us we must allow God to lead us into 
the depths of our weakness until we give up any claim to an 
independent right and live by faith. St. Paul continues, ‘Test 
yourselvs to see whether you are living in faith; examine 
yourselvs. Perhaps you yourselves do not realize that Christ 
Jesus is in you — unless, of course, you have failed the 
challenge.” (2 Corinthians 13:5) 


We are in fact in God but may not consciously or 
deliberately live through God’s life until we (or the above 
perverse tendency) have died in Christ. Therefore, it is 
necessary to continually ‘‘carry about in our bodies the dying 
of Jesus, so that in our bodies the life of Jesus may also be 
revealed. While we live we are constantly being delivered to 
death for Jesus’ sake, so that the life of Jesus may be 
revealed in our mortal flesh.’’ (2 Corinthians 4:10+) 


. But this is not something we can do ourselves, for no one 
willingly dies unless for something better. But only the gift of 
faith will assure one that what is unseen is better. Thus by 
grasping the weakness of Christ to ourselves and in this way 
experiencing ‘‘the end of our rope’ the power of God can 
work in us without the danger of turning it against God.

Theologically, no one 
statement may be taken and 
judged without its context. 
Brother Moran is ~ not 
denying the role of bishop as 
teacher. 


In extension of that role, he 
sees the bishop as a point of 
unity ina community or as a 
spokesman of the Gospel. 
“The espicopal role is to 
devise ways to preserve the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ.” 
(Design for Religion, p. 149) 


Hisbook, Theology of 
Revelation, has an im- 
primatur. When a _ bishop 
issues an imprimatur on a 
work, he is declaring that it 
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is doctrinally correct, 
though he need not agree 
with the opinions or em- 
phasis expressed.

WE FAIL REPEATEDLY even 
while following what we assume to be 
our duty or an expression of Christian 
love and responsibility. The most 
impeccable intentions are no 
guarantee of success. 

Sooner or later the time comes when 
our resources are exhausted. Every 
effort seems to short-circuit. We no 
longer know what is best to do. 


It is then we move over and leave the 
driving to God, if we are wise. But it is 
not enough to say in fatigue and defeat, 
“All right, now you take over.’ There 
is an act of faith required, and not only 
one. : 

WE NEED DAILY, continuously, to 
make that act of faith, not because God 
is not convinced, but because we are 
not. We need to remember that he not 
only knows the route, he made it! 


When it comes to God, we’re all from 
Missouri! But not only does he have to 
show us, it has to be our way. I wonder 
how many of us imagine ourselvs to be 
praying in humble supplication when 
actually we are firmly and specifically 
dictating what we intend him.to do?

Talking Point 


When the sun danced in the sky 


STORIES OF WORLD War I or even World 
War II are virtually meaningless to half the 


- Catholics alive today. The story of Our Lady of 


Fatima starts with World War I, when three little 
children in a remote village in Portugal saw 
visions of a stranger who was to be identified and 
revered as Our Lady. ; 

In the 55 years since the story of Fatima came 
upon a world at war, its most ardent followers 
have spread it throughout the world, their efforts 
crowned by official acceptance by the Catholic 
Church and a ceremonial visit by Pope Paul VI 
to the shrine at Fatima, five years ago. 

In 1916, when the Fatima story begins, Russian 
revolution was around the corner and World War 
I was in its bloodiest phase. Men were dying like 
flies on the muddy battlefields of Flanders. 
Lucia dos Santos, age 9, and her cousins Fran- 
cisco and Jacinta Marto, aged 8 and 6, took their 
parents’ sheep to pasture. It started to drizzle. 

SUDDENLY a white globe of light appeared. A 
stranger spoke: “Fear not, I am the Angel of 
Peace. Pray with me.” The vision was repeated 
twice in that same year. 

On Sunday, May 13, 1917, a year or more after 
the first visitation, the children were again out 


_ with the sheep, this time at Cova da Iria. At noon 


a dazzling light followed a flash of lightning. A 
lady in a beautiful white dress, and, as Lucia 
said: ‘‘More brilliant than the sun,” spoke to the 


- children. 
“I come from Heaven. I want you to come here 


at this same hour on the 13th day of each month 
until October. Then I will tell you who I am and 
what I want.’’ She reminded them to say the 
rosary daily, and to bear the sufferings God 
would send them. 

IN JUNE SHE appeared again. About 70 
people were then present, though only the 
children saw the apparition. The “‘lady’’ spoke of 


souls in hell and prophesied that Francisco and ° 


Jacinta would soon leave the world for heaven. 

In July her appearance brought the children a 
vision of hell, with ‘‘huge numbers of devils and 
damned souls,”’ according to official accounts. 
The lady promised that in October she would 
work a great public miracle to show others a sign 
of the message. Her message was that the 
children must sacrifice themselves for sinners. 
According to the children, who could neither 
read nor write, she said: 

“OQ my Jesus, I offer this for thee, for the 
conversion of poor sinners, and in reparation for 
all the.sins committed against the Immaculate 
Heart of Mary.” 

THEN CAME THE prophecy: “The war 
(World War I) is going to end. But if people do 
not stop offending God, another and worse one

will begin in the reign of Pius XI . ... to prevent 
this I shall come to ask the consecration of 
Russia to my Immaculate Heart and the com- 
munion of reparation on the five first Saturdays. 

“If my requests are granted Russia will be 
converted and there will be peace. If not, she will 
scatter her errors. throughout the world, 
provoking wars and persecution of the Church... 
but in the end my Immaculate Heart will 
triumph, the Holy Father will consecrate Russia 
to me, Russia will be converted and a certain 
period of peace will be granted to the world.” 

The lady asked that this message be kept 
secret until she told the children when to reveal 
it. The excitement of the children had, over this 
time, not gone unnoticed. Civil authorities were 
alarmed. Church authorities looked on in some 
concern and possibly some skepticism. 

AT THE NEXT scheduled appearance, August 
13, more than 15,000 persons were on hand, 
bringing to Fatima a crowd control problem and 
fame which the authorities did not want. The 
children were put in jail and suffered physical 
threats by authorities trying to extract their 
secret. ; 

In September, 30,000 people jammed the ap- 
parition site. They were rewarded. with a shower 
of white petals which fell within 10 feet of the 
ground and then dissolved into nothing. Many 
also reported seeing the globe of light in which 
the ‘children saw Mary, coming to rest atop a 
tree, bending the branches. 

The news had spread widely and by October 13 
all of Portugal and much of Europe was alert to 
the extraordinary events in Fatima. Crowds, 
such as never before seen outside large cities, 
started to descend on the village. 

IT RAINED ON the night of October 12 and by 
noon on October 13 a crowd of 70,000 were 
standing in mud up to their ankles, awaiting the 
vision, praying their rosaries and holding um- 
brellas against the steady downpour. 

The lady came shortly after the noon hour. 

“I am the Lady of the Rosary,” she told the 
children, as the crowd watched, but could not 
see. ‘People must pray the rosary .. .”’ As the 
lady was about to leave she pointed to the sun. 
Lucia, now excited, repeated the gesture and the 
people looked into the sky... 

THE CLOUDS parted, the rain stopped and the 
sun came through like a disc, pale as the moon. It 
began to whirl in the sky, spinning off all kinds of 
colors, lighting up the countryside for miles 
around and completely startling the 70,000 
watchers. After three minutes it stopped, only to 
resume a second and third time in about 12 
minutes. 


Cynical journalists who had come to report 


by the fact that the “form” of the sacraments 
evolution and 


has often undergone 
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what they thought was a hoax, began to for- 
mulate their changed stories. The crowd gasped 
as, at one moment, it seemed as though the sun 
itself was coming down from the sky onto them, 
heralding the end of the world. 

But the sun remained in the sky, the rain over, 
clothes ‘“‘miraculously”’ dried. Meanwhile the 
children had witnessed more visions, unseen by 
the crowds. 

THAT WAS 55 years ago this week. The 
prophecy regarding little Francisco and Jacinta 
proved true. He died from flu in April, 1919, and 
his sister from pleurisy in February, 1920. Before 
she died Jacinta revealed more sayings from the 
Lady of Fatima. 

The Church had taken official recognition of 
the children’s stories and in 1921 the Bishop of 
Leiria-Fatima encouraged Lucia, the sole 
survivor, to enter a convent boarding school to 
learn to read and write. Later she became a nun, 
a Sister of St. Dorothy, whose motherhouse was 
at Tuy in Spain. 

Sister Lucia, as she was now called, had 
several further visitations, and in 1927 she was 
given permission, in one such apparition, to 
reveal the first two parts of the Fatima message, 
which had been kept secret until then. 

THERE REMAINS still a secret part of the 
message which, it is recorded, Sister Lucia 
wrote down and sent to Rome for the Pope to 
open in 1960. This was done, and Pope John 
XXIII read the message; but it has never been 
made public. 

Pope Pius XII consecrated the world to the 
Immaculate Heart of Mary on October 31, 1942. 
And on July 7, 1952 he dedicated the Russian 
people to the Immaculate Heart of Mary. 

In the United States the Blue Army of Our 
Lady of Fatima promotes the cause and the 
message of the apparitions, requiring members 
to say the rosary daily, wear the scapular and 
offer reparation through daily sacrifices. They 
also recommend making the first Saturday 
devotions, sign a pledge and wear something 
blue. 

APPARITIONS such as Fatima are not ar- 
ticles of faith and we are not bound to accept 
them as such. However, many young persons 
alive today have never even heard of Fatima and 
are completely ignorant of these events which 
put an isolated Portuguese village on the maps of 
the world. — Attus

immersion? Christ was baptized by 
John in the Jordan, Was he not show- 
ing us the way to go? CF. Mark 1:9-10; 
“It was at this time that Jesus came 
from Nazareth in Galilee and was 
baptized in the Jordan by John. No 
sooner had he come out of the 
water...” : 


We often get the impression that Christ 
not only instituted the seven sacraments but 
gave explicit, detailed instruction as to 
their administration. That this is not so is 
more than amply demonstrated historically 


interpretation. 


The most recent and striking example of 
this is seen in the revision of clerical 
“states” or “orders” effective January 1, 1973, 
in the Pope’s motu proprio (SC Sept. 21, 
1972). 


While the New Testament witnesses are 
not explicit as to how the sacrament of bap- 
tism was conferred, the primitive and 
medieval Church certainly preferred 
immersion and allowed infusion (pouring) 
and aspersion (sprinkling) only by way of 
exception until about the fourteenth cen- 
tury. We know from archaeological evi- 
dence that the early baptismal fonts were 


But the liturgist, John Miller, reminds us: 
“Even though early authors use the word 
immersion consistently, we cannot always 
be sure that the sacrament was conferred 
by means of total immersion, for there is 
evidence from the frescoes in the 
catacombs that, though the candidate stood 
knee-deep in water, the minister baptized 
him by pouring water on his head.” 

And one of our earliest documents, the 
Didache, states that if immersion is impossi- 
ble, water may be poured on the head of the 
candidate three times.: But the greatest 
argument in favor of infusion is the practice 
of the Church through the centuries.

and diocese are defined. ‘‘Such information from 
an evaluation program can lend assistance to a 
more effective nomination of bishops.” 


HE STRESSED there should be professional 
committees in all dioceses to set up evaluation 
programs for both priests and bishops. 


Other points brought out by Msgr. MacDonald: 


— Celibacy is never the dominant reason for 
discontent or dissatisfaction among priests. 


— There’s a serious problem of polarization — 
young against old; priests against bishops, etc. 


—The setting of goals is very important for 
priests, bishops, dioceses and vocations direc- 
tors. 


MSGR. MACDONALD said priorities found by 
his committee were related to authority in the 
Church, selection of bishops, frustration and 
discouragement among priests, lack of unity, 
injustices toward bishops and need for better 
communication between bishops-and priests.

Moran cites need 
for living doctrine 


By Nicholas Biondo 

CHRISTIANS should ask 
first whether a religious 
doctrine is meaningful to 
the present and not wheth- 
er it is “true,” Brother 
Gabriel Moran, noted theo- 
logian and author, said in 
an adult education talk 
Tuesday. 

“The question of the truth 
of a doctrine is not the first 
question to ask,” he said. 
“Truth is not the most im- 
portant thing to doctrine and 
doctrine is not the most 
important thing to life.’’ 

Truth should be ‘“‘situated 
in the context of life other- 
wise it will not have 
meaning, be appropriate or 
make any sense,”’ he said. 

DOCTRINE becomes 
meaningless unless situated 
in the Christian’s present 
life. 

Brother Moran, visiting 
professor at New York 
Theological Seminary, an 
ecumenical center, gave the 
first talk in CCD’s ’72-’73 
lecture series at Camino 
Theater, USD. 

Asking ‘‘who, what or how 
can the meaning of 
revelation be established,”’ 
he said, ‘‘is not to deny any 
Christian doctrine.” 

REVELATION should be 
seen as the connecting link 
between Christianity and 
other religions, between 
people and their en- 
vironment and between the 
past, present and future.

Brother Moran said. the 
definition of the Church ‘‘as 
the mystical body of Christ’’ 
is a ‘good description for 
today.’’ But at the same 
time, he said, we must ac- 
cept the Church’s 
sociological mission.

But, 
since faith rests in the power of God, we 
must address our most fervent prayers to 
him that we may be restored to the unity of 
faith— ‘One Lord, one faith, one baptism.’’’

Pope, Heath discuss No. Ireland crisis 


VATICAN CITY — Pope 
Paul met in private audience 
with British Prime Minister 
Edward Heath to discuss the 
situation in Northern Ireland 
in particular and_ in- 
ternational violence in 
general. 


The pontiff pledged the 
continued efforts of 
Catholics in all Ireland and 
England on behalf of peace 
in Ulster. 


He and the prime minister 
shook hands in the court- 
yard, exchanged a few 
private words of greeting 
and then each read a short 
prepared statement. 


THEY THEN went into the 
papal library where they 
discussed world matters in 
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private for one hour and 25 
minutes. 


Pope Paul said everybody 


- should work to overcome 


‘whatever obstacles hinder 
the solution to the present 
problems.”’ 


The Pope told Heath that 
Catholics ‘‘will ever be 
among the first to help bring 
peace in justice’’ to the six 
Northern Ireland counties. 


“IT IS OUR prayerful hope 
that peace in justice may 
soon be established in 
Northern Ireland,” the Pope 


said. ‘‘We trust that 
whatever obstacles hinder 
the solution to the present 
problem will speedily be 
eliminated.”’ 


Speaking of Catholics in 
the United Kingdom, the 
Pope said: 


“We know that we can 
assure you that the members 
of that community, by their 
dedicated participation in 
the life of the nation, will 
ever continue to be among 
the first to favor every un- 
dertaking for the common 
good.” 


Bishops still opposed to 
prayer amendent wording 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — 
The U.S. Catholic Con- 
ference reaffirmed its op- 
position to the ‘‘wording’’ of 
the school prayer amend- 
ment, though not its intent. 


It was replying to growing 
concern by parents, 
educators and others over 
the official Catholic position 
to the long proposed Con- 
stitutional amendment to 
allow voluntary prayer in 
public schools. 


The USCC noted it is 
engaged in a_ “continuing 
review of this matter, with a 
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view toward finding, if 
possible, a formula which 
will resolve the ‘school 
prayer’ problem and related 
questions in a manner 
consistent with the best 
interests of the entire 
nation.”’ 


BISHOP Joseph L. Ber- 
nardin, general secretary, 
observed that last November 
the conference opposed the 
amendment on the grounds 
that it ‘‘would accomplish 
nothing on behalf of the goals 
it purports to serve and 
would represent a threat to 
the existing legality of 
denominational prayer.”’ 


“The conference continues 
to be opposed to the wording 
of the ‘prayer amendment’ it 
criticized last year,’’ said 
Bishop Bernardin. 


“At the same time, the 
conference is anxious that 
adequate provision can be 
made for the religious 
education of all American 
children, including those in 
public schools, and hopeful 
that the nation can arrive at 
a more satisfactory solution 
of the question... ”’ 


“PASSAGE of the amend- 
ment,” he said, ‘‘might lead 
many to think that 
something serious had been 
done about the problem of 
religious education of public 
school children. In fact, 
nothing of any moment 
would have been achieved.” 


In 1971, the prayer 
amendment, allowing 
‘voluntary prayer and 
meditation’’ in public 


schools was defeated in the 
House of Representatives by 
only 28 votes. It needed a 
two-thirds majority to pass. 
Subsequently, several 
state legislatures began 
preparing resolutions calling 
for a Constitutional Con- 
vention on prayer in public 
schools.
